Did  you  ever  wonder  about  how 
the  tough  questions  in  dentistry 
get  answered?  What  happens 
when  you  experience  oral  pain 
and  you  need  immediate  atten- 
tion? What  if  your  dental  treat- 
ment requires  special  medical 
considerations?  What  are  the 
options  for  dental  care  for  low- 
income  patients?  Most  of  the 
answers  are  linked  to  the  dedi- 
cated collaboration  of  providers, 
educators,  and  students  in  the 


And  finally  "it  must  put  critical  resources  (knowledge  and 
expertise)  to  work  on  problems  [its]  communities  face." 
Here  is  a  sampling  of  just  a  few  ways  the  UNC  School  of 
Dentistry,  which  opened  its  doors  more  than  50  years  ago, 
meet  these  criteria. 

The  professor  went  to  bed  knowing  something  was  not 
quite  right.  He  noticed  a  sensation  on  the  left  side  of  his  face 
earlier  in  the  day  that  by  evening  became  a  dull  ache.  It  was 
localized  in  his  jaw  just  below  his  left  ear.  By  morning  there 
was  no  mistake — he  was  going  to  need  immediate  dental 
care.  He  was  new  to  the  community  and  did  not  have  a  den- 
tist. He  called  a  colleague  for  advice  and  the  colleague  said, 
"Try  the  dental  school,  it  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  country." 


State  of  North  Carolina.  This  is  public 
service  in  its  truest  form. 

The  service  component  of  the 
School  of  Dentistry's  mission  is  in  many 
ways  like  the  vastness  of  outer  space. 
When  you  look  into  space  you  see  bil- 
lions of  stars.  Yet  these  luminous  bodies 
represent  only  0.5  percent  of  the  cosmic 
matter.  Most  of  space,  the  other  99.5 
percent,  is  spread  throughout  the 
vacuum  among  those  stars.  Celestial 
glue  called  gravity  connects  all  of  this. 
Therefore,  for  the  average  stargazer,  the 
important  things  that  make  the  uni- 
verse work  are  invisible.  The  School  of 
Dentistry  functions  in  much  the  same 
way.  You  see  the  patient  care  activities 
in  the  student  clinics.  You  hear  the 
results  of  research  announced.  You  are 
buoyed  by  the  enormous  teaching  activ- 
ities. However,  the  matrix  of  this  great 
dental  enterprise  is  really  an  unher- 
alded, and  often  unseen,  process  called 
SERVICE. 

In  1999  the  Kellogg  Commission 
issued  a  report  on  the  future  of  public 
and  land  grant  universities  which  chal- 
lenged institutions  to  become  truly 
"engaged"  with  their  communities  and 
identified  three  criteria  for  engagement. 
First,  an  engaged  university  must  be 
organized  to  respond  to  the  needs  of 
today's  students  and  tomorrow's,  not 
yesterday's.  Second,  "it  must  enrich  stu- 
dents' experiences  by  . .  .offering  practi- 
cal opportunities  for  students  to 
prepare  for  the  world  they  will  enter." 


He  phoned  the  dental  school  and  was  immediately 
referred  to  the  URGENT  CARE  SERVICE  (UCS).  The  UCS  is 
just  one  of  the  school's  service-oriented  clinics  designed  to 
meet  an  important  community  need.  This  fee-for-service 
clinic  is  set-up  to  respond  to  patients  in  pain  or  in  need  of 
immediate  dental  care.  Appointments  are  made  on  a  first- 
come  first-served  basis  starting  at  nine  each  morning.  The 
service  attends  to  urgent  dental  needs  and  refers  the  patients 
to  other  clinics  and  private  offices  for  follow-up  care.  UCS 
manages  about  5,000  patient  appointments  each  year  and  is 
the  only  service  of  this  kind  in  the  Triangle. 

What  makes  UCS  so  special  is  its  integrated  approach  to 
teaching,  patient  care  and  service.  The  clinic  captures  the 


true  spirit  of  service  learning  and  addresses  an  important 
community  need  for  acute  dental  care.  Attending  faculty 
members,  fourth-year  dental  students  and  general  practice 
residents  work  together  to  triage  cases  and  determine  the 
best  course  of  action  for  each  patient  situation.  The  residents 
serve  as  both  clinicians  and  teachers,  working  one-on-one 
with  the  dental  students  for  more  complex  cases.  For  the 
fourth-year  dental  student,  this  clinic  offers  a  tremendous 
learning  opportunity,  focusing  on  problems  and  treatments 
associated  with  acute  care  cases,  situations  not  often  encoun- 
tered during  their  normal  clinic  sessions.  Each  treatment  is 
an  opportunity  for  learning.  Each  learning  experience  is  a 
pearl  to  be  stored  for  use  in  practice. 

Patients  treated  in  UCS  come  from  diverse  backgrounds, 
all  races,  and  all  walks  of  life,  offering  valuable  lessons  in 
social  issues,  core  values  and  life  challenges.  Each  encounter 
builds  the  knowledge  base  of  both  dental  students  and  resi- 
dents. The  learning  goes  far  beyond  mere  dental  procedures 
or  diagnoses.  With  each  new  scenario,  the  skills  of  the  fac- 
ulty will  be  called  upon  to  guide  and  direct  the  students, 
offering  a  model  for  patient  management. 

The  HOSPITAL  DENTAL  PROGRAM  provides  patient 
services  that  reach  beyond  the  local  community  the  UCS 
serves  to  people  throughout  the  state.  Patients  are  referred

from  a  variety  of  sources  including  private  dental  and  medi- 
cal practitioners  from  North  Carolina  and  neighboring  states, 
other  community  and  university  hospitals,  and  from  within 
the  UNC  Health  Care  system.  The  clinic,  staffed  by  faculty 
and  residents,  began  operation  in  the  early  70s  and  expanded 
in  the  mid  90s  to  a  seven-chair  facility  located  in  the  main 
hospital  building.  Patients  arc  referred  here  with  complex 
medical  problems  that  require  close  coordination  of  care 
with  their  medical  pro\iders.  The  t\pical  patient  scr\cd  by 
the  Hospital  Dental  Program  has  North  Carolina  Medicaid 
coverage,  which  complicates  access  to  care  in  the  private 
community 

This  program  is  special  because  of  the  wide  range  of 
conditions  and  illnesses  involved.  Some  patients  have  can- 
cers, particularly  of  the  head  and  neck  l)'pe\  congenital  and 
acquired  bleeding  disorders;  sickle  cell  anemia;  heart,  liver, 
kidney  and  bone  marrow  failure  and  subsequent  organ  trans- 


plantation;  other  developmental  disorders;  and  HIV  infection 
or  AIDS.  Patients  may  be  undergoing  active  medical  treat- 
ment such  as  chemotherapy  and  radiation  therapy  that  result 
in  oral  complications  or  have  other  systemic  disease,  such  as 
uncontrolled  diabetes,  that  results  in  or  exacerbates  oral  and 
periodontal  diseases.  Head  and  neck  cancer,  stroke,  and  facial 
gunshot  wound  patients  with  defects  in  the  maxilla  or  palate

are  restored  to  function  under  the  direction  of  a  maxillofacial 
prosthodontics.  Limited  conscious  sedation  services  are  avail- 
able to  adult  dental  phobics 

Nearly  3,000  patient  visits  are  managed  annually  in  this 
clinic  that  serves  as  a  training  site  for  residents  in  general 
dentistry,  pediatric  dentistry,  and  endodontics.  Dental,  dental 
hygiene  and  dental  assisting  students  have  an  opportunity  to 
learn  about  these  special  cases  during  their  rotations  through 
the  service.  Comprehensive  general  dental  care  under  general 
anesthesia  is  provided  each  year  by  general  dentistry  and 
pediatric  dentistry  faculty  and  residents  in  the  UNC  Hospitals 
Operating  Rooms  for  over  130  mentally  handicapped  adults 
and  140  anxious  or  developmen tally  disabled  children.  Due 
to  significant  demand  for  this  service,  wailing  times  for  oper- 
ating room  general  anesthesia  care  typically  are  several 
months.  HIV-infected  patients  comprise  approximately  15-20 
percent  of  patients  treated  in  the  hospital  clinic,  making  this 
facility  one  of  the  largest  HIV  care  providers  in  the  state. 


The  PIEDMONT  HIV  HEALTH  CARE  CONSORTIUM  is  a 
non-profit  organization  founded  in  1 99 1  following  passage  of 
the  federal  Ryan  White  CARE  Act.  The  Piedmont  Consortium 
functions  to  plan,  develop,  and  ensure  the  delivery  of  compre- 
hensive outpatient  health  and  support  sendees  to  persons 
living  with  HIV  disease,  their  families  and  loved  ones  in  a 
nine-county  region  including  Chatham,  Durham,  Franklin, 
Granville,  Lee,  Orange,  Person,  Vance,  and  Warren  counties. 
The  School  of  Dentistry's  role  has  been  to  provide  much 
needed  dental  services  for  HIV  patients  in  all  of  the  clinics  and 
equally  important,  to  provide  a  patient  care  model  for  practi- 
tioners throughout  the  state  who  are  trying  to  help  meet  the 
dental  needs  of  this  special  group  of  patients.  Because  infection 
control  is  practiced  at  the  highest  standard,  patients  with  HIV 
disease  are  seamlessly  incorporated  into  the  clinic  system  and 
every  faculty  member,  resident  and  student  clinician  is  pre- 
pared to  deliver  care.  In  spite  of  supplemental  funding  through 
the  CARE  Act,  expenses  for  treatment  often  exceeds  reim- 
bursement. The  school  provides  nearly  $50,000  worth  of 
uncompensated  dental  care  for  these  patients  annually 

And  service  doesn't  stop  at  five  o'clock  when  the  normal 
business  day  ends.  Some  students  and  faculty  members  pack 
up  their  book  bags  and  briefcases  at  the  end  of  the  day  and 
head  for  the  SHAC  clinic.  SHAC  is  an  acronym  for  STUDENT 
HEALTH  ACTION  COMMITTEE,  a  volunteer  organization  run 
by  students  with  the  support  of  faculty  advisors.  Medical, 
dental,  nursing  and  pharmacy  students  participate  in  clinics 
related  to  their  discipline  offering  free  health  care  services. 
One  night  a  week,  while  school  is  in  session,  six  to 
eight  dental  students  and  a  faculty  member  operate  the  dental 
clinic  in  the  health  department  facilities  at  Carr  Mill  Mall  in 
Carrboro.  They  see  as  many  patients  as  they  can,  working  non- 
stop from  6:00  to  9:00  each  night.  The  SHAC  Clinic  is  open  to 
all  people  in  and  around  Chapel  Hill  on  a  first-come,  first- 
served  basis  and  services  are  offered  free  of  charge.  Procedures 
performed  at  the  clinic  include  oral  hygiene  instructions, 
cleanings  and  fluoride  treatments,  and  operative  procedures. 
Why  are  students  with  busy  lives  and  full  schedules  willing  to 
take  on  yet  another  commitment?  For  some,  volunteering  at 
SHAC  is  a  desire  to  contribute  to  the  larger  community  by 
helping  someone  whom  otherwise  would  not  get  dental  care. 
For  others,  the  clinic  is  a  setting,  where  students,  working 
together,  can  learn  from  each  other,  from  the  attending  faculty 
and  yes,  even  from  the  patients.  The  clinic  sessions  provide  a 
direct  application  of  their  knowledge  to  a  real-world  problem 
— another  wonderful  example  of  service  learning. 

The  number  of  examples  of  this  largely  invisible  matrix 
goes  on  and  on  and  on.  Though  mostly  inconspicuous,  these 
roles  are  essential  to  the  school's  service  mission  and  bind  the 
School  of  Dentistry  to  the  community

Service  to  the  community  is 
an  integral  part  of  modern  pro- 
fessional practice  for  all  health 
care  providers  and  is  a  key  element 
in  our  School  of  Dentistry's  four-fold  mis- 
sion. Whether  exercised  through  direct 
patient  care  or  accomplished  through  broader 
population-focused  initiatives  and  collabora- 
tions, we  strive  to  understand  the  needs  of 
the  community  and  respond  with  services  and 
programs  that  address  these  needs.  We  view 
service  as  an  absolute  responsibility. 

Service  is  emphasized  in  our  curriculum. 
As  an  educational  institution,  we  must  do  all 
we  can  to  prepare  students  for  the  realities  of 
the  profession  they  will  soon  enter.  We  do 
this  through  programs  and  clinics  within  the 
walls  of  our  buildings  as  well  as  through  ser- 
vice learning  opportunities  in  the  community. 
These  service  experiences  bring  students  into 
direct  contact  with  tremendously  diverse  pop- 
ulations, each  with  differing  and  specific 
needs. 

Another  important  service  activ 
ity  outside  the  curriculum  is  volun- 
teerism.  Whether  preparing  and 
serving  meals  at  the  local  shelter 
or  placing  an  amalgam  at  a 
walk-in  clinic,  our  students 
make  time  in  their  busy  aca- 
demic schedule  to  volunteer. 
During  the  past  decade  there 
has  been  a  real  resurgence 
among  students  accepting  more 
responsibility  for  providing  volun- 
tary health  care  services  to  normally 
underserved  communities.  Our  faculty 


has  demonstrated  their  commitment  by  men- 
toring and  advising  students  involved  in  these 
special  projects.  It  is  essential  that  we 
acknowledge,  reinforce  and  foster  community 
activities  to  ensure  an  effective  healthcare 
workforce  and  expand  our  impact  on  the 
health  and  well  being  of  the  people  of  North 
Carolina  and  beyond. 

The  School  of  Dentistry  faculty,  staff  and 
students  work  together  to  accomplish  a  great 
deal  of  service  to  the  community.  Whether 
through  care  delivered  in  our  dental  school 
clinics,  our  hospital  and  special  care  services, 
or  through  volunteer  activities,  our  commit- 
ment to  service  is  very  much  a  part  of  ever)- 
day  life.  Among  the  most  prestigious  awards 
the  school  makes  are  those  directed  at  leader- 
ship in  community  service.

School  Ranks  Third  in  NIH  Funding 


The  UNC  School  of  Dentistry's 
nationwide  ranking  among  dental 
schools  for  total  funding  from  the 
National  Institutes  of  Health,  the 
principal  biomedical  research  arm 
of  the  federal  government,  has 
jumped  from  fifth  to  third  place, 
according  to  a  report  released  by 
the  federal  agency.  The  school's 
ft  $8.4  milUon  funding  from  NIH  last 

^BHBI?"*""  year  is  part  of  an  overall  20  percent 

increase  in  NIH  funding  to  UNC- 
Chapel  Hill.  Dental  schools  at  the  University  of  California 
at  San  Francisco  and  the  University  of  Washington  were 
ranked  first  and  second  respectively.  California  received 
$16.4  million  and  Washington  received  $12  million. 

The  growing  awareness  of  important  links 
between  inflamed  gums  and  other  mouth  tis- 
sues and  such  life  threatening  conditions  -^  - 
as  heart  disease  and  stroke  have  led 
NIH  and  other  private  companies  to 
award  major  research  dollars  to  the 
School  of  Dentistry,  according  to 
Patrick  Flood,  professor  of  peri-              i 
odontology  and  associate  dean  of           J 
research.

The  UNC  School  of 
Dentistry  has  been  a  national 
leader  in  identifying  the  connec- 
tion between  chronic  gum  disease 
and  conditions  such  as  low-birth- 
weight  babies,  heart  disease  and 
Type  2  diabetes. 

The  school's  interdisciplinary 
Comprehensive  Center  for  Inflammatory 
Diseases,  established  in  the  Summer  of  1999 
with  a  total  grant  of  $21  million,  including  a 
five-year  grant  of  $11.1  million  from  the  National 
Institute  of  Dental  and  Craniofacial  Research,  continues  to 
study  the  link  between  oral  health  and  other  systemic  dis- 


eases and  has  spawned  more  research  initiatives  and  dol- 
lars. 

Flood  expects  the  research  at  the  center  will  continue 
to  bring  more  interest  from  NIH  and  other  corporations. 
"Last  year  the  initial  center  funding  and  new  activity  gen- 
erated by  the  center  brought  $6  million  for  the  school," 
he  says. 

The  center's  research  approach  is  branching  out  and 
will  include  treatment  and  prevention.  For  example,  a 
new  grant  allows  researchers  to  study  how  the  treatment 
of  periodontal  disease  affects  heart  disease. 

"We're  also  looking  at  the  effects  of  inflammation 
[periodontal  disease]  on  areas  such  as  osteoporosis  and 
bone  loss,  and  stem  cell  regeneration,"  he  says.  "New 
therapies  for  other  dental  and  medical  conditions  caused 
by  inflammation  disorders  as  well  as  HIV 
and  oral  cancer  research  are  on 
our  agenda.  Increased  interac- 
tion with  pharmaceutical 
companies  will  result  in

drugs,  including 
gene  therapy  treat-

Tulloch  Appointed  Chair  of  Orthodontics 


The  first  woman  named  to  an 
endowed  professorship  at  the 
UNC  School  of  Dentistry  has 
been  appointed  chair  of  the 
department  of  orthodontics 
effective  July  1,  2001.  J,  E 
Camilla  "Kitty"  Tulloch,  BSD, 
FDS,  D.  Orth.,  Dr.  G.  Fred 
Hale  Professor  in  Orthodontics, 
at  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry 
has  been  a  member  of  the  orthodon- 
tic faculty  for  17  years. 
"Dr.  Kitty  Tulloch  has  been  an  articulate  and  widely 
recognized  teacher  of  orthodontics  since  the  early  1970s. 
She  has  received  much  national  and  international  distinc- 
tion, including  several  prestigious  awards.  1  am  delighted 
that  she  has  agreed  to  succeed  Dr.  William  Proffit  as  the 
new  chair  of  the  department  of  orthodontics,"  said  John 
Stamm,  dean  at  the  School  of  Dentistry. 

Bom  in  Victoria  in  the  British  Cameroons,  Tulloch 
was  educated  in  England,  receiving  her  BDS  from  the 
University  College  Hospital,  University  of  London,  her 
diploma  in  orthodontics  from  Eastman  Dental  Hospital  in 
London  and  her  fellowship  in  dental  surgery  from  the 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons.  Erom  1965  to  1975  she 


advanced  through  a  series  of  hospital  and  clinical  appoint- 
ments in  London.  Erom  1975-1977,  she  was  senior  register 
at  the  Turner  Dental  School  at  the  University  of 
Manchester.  While  in  Manchester,  she  also  ser\'ed  in  the 
Royal  Manchester  Children's  Hospital  and  Booth  Hall 
Hospital.  She  came  to  the  United  States  in  1978  to  pursue 
an  academic  career  as  an  assistant  professor  in  the  College 
of  Dentistry  at  the  University  of  Kentucky  where  she  was 
recruited  to  UNC-CH  by  William  Proffit. 

She  initially  joined  the  UNC  faculty  in  1983  but  in 
1985  accepted  a  Robert  Wood  Johnson  research  fellowship 
at  Harvard  School  of  Medicine.  Returning  to  UNC-Chapel 
Hill  as  assistant  professor  in  orthodontics  in  1987,  she  was 
promoted  to  associate  professor  in  1989  and  full  professor 
in  1995.  She  received  the  Hale  Professorship  in  1998. 

Tullochs  many  achievements  have  earned  her  interna- 
tional recognition  as  one  of  the  worlds  leading  academic 
orthodontists.  Her  orthodontic  research  has  focused  on 
numerous  clinical  problems.  She  is  internationally  known 
for  her  10-year  study  that  explores  the  controversial  ques- 
tion of  later  vs  early  orthodontic  treatment  of  patients  with 
buckteeth. 

Tulloch  is  married  to  Donald  Liner,  an  economist  on 
the  faculty  of  the  Institute  of  Government  at  UNC-Chapel 
Hill,  and  they  live  in  Chapel  Hill. 


On  June  30,  2001  Bill  Pwjfit  stepped  down  after  26  years  as  chair  of  the  department  of  orthodontics.  He  will  he  continuing  full 
time  in  the  department,  devoting  his  time  to  teaching,  writing  and  research.

In  less  than  two  years,  William  Murdock  75,  clinical  associ- 
ate professor  and  director  of  urgent  care  services,  has  made 
quite  an  impression  on  his  students.  He  recently  received 
the  Richard  E  Hunt  Excellence  in  Predoctoral  Teaching 
Award,  the  school's  most  prestigious  teaching  award,  at  the 
annual  Spurgeon  Banquet  at  George  Watts  Hill  Alumni 
Center. 

Recipients  of  the  Hunt  award  are  nominated  and 
selected  by  students.  Nominees  are  identified  using  five 
basic  criteria:  fostering  intellect,  demonstrating 
competence  and  perspective  in  all  aspects  of  dentistry, 
respecting  patients  and  students,  preparing  superbly  for 
classes,  and  offering  appropriate  and  timely  feedback. 

The  award  is  given  in  memory  of  Richard  Hunt,  a 


member  of  the  Class  of  1955  who  died  in  South  America  ir 
a  plane  crash  in  1968.  Hunt's  son  Richard,  a  1989  graduate 
of  the  school,  practices  dentistry  with  his  wife  Amy  in 
Rocky  Mount,  N.C.  The  Hunt  Award  is  sponsored  by  the 
Dental  Foundation  of  North  Carolina  Inc. 

In  presenting  the  award,  Dean  John  Stamm  read 
excerpts  from  the  nomination  comments  '"[Murdock]  is  an 
amazing  man  and  teacher.  He  is  a  great  friend  to  students 
and  he  is  always  there  to  support  us.  He  always  has  time  for 
students  and  is  genuinely  interested  in  our  well-being.  He  is 
always  willing  to  go  out  of  his  way  to  help  each  student  he 
teaches  and  each  patient  he  attends."' 

"Murdock  is  an  ardent  outdoorsman  whose  interests 
include  mountaineering,  fishing,  kayaking,  and  traveling. 
The  underlying  characteristics  demonstrated  by  such  varie 
interests,  namely  energy,  enthusiasm,  inspiration,  and 
adventure,  are  the  very  same  qualities  that  the  dental  stu- 
dents mentioned  time  and  again  when  referring  to 
Murdock's  teaching,"  said  Stamm. 

Murdock  joined  the  department  of  diagnostic  sciences 
and  general  dentistry  in  August  1999  and  was  appointed 
director  of  urgent  care  services,  Nov.  18,  1999.  Before  his 
return  to  the  school,  Murdock  worked  for  nearly  20  years!

Prior  to  his  stint  in  Alaska,  Murdock 
served  as  the  director  of  dental  services  at  Broughton 
Hospital  in  Morganton,  N.C,  and  worked  in  private  practii;

Morehead  scholar,  he  is  originally  from  Sutesville,  N.

DDS  Scholarship 
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Wright  Receives  the 
Class  of  1958  Award 


Timothy  Wright,  DDS,  MS,  a 
professor  in  the  department 
of  pediatric  dentistry, 
received  the  Class  of  1958 
Distinguished  Clinical 
Research  Award  during 
Alumni  Weekend.  The 
award,  presented  annually 
by  the  Dental  Foundation 
of  North  Carolina  Inc.,  rec- 
ognizes the  UNC  School  of 
Dentistry's  most  relevant  research 
activity  published  during  the  academic  year.  Wright 
was  honored  for  his  research  efforts  in  the  newly 
emerging  field  of  genomics. 

Members  of  the  School  of  Dentistry's  Class  of 
1958  established  the  Distinguished  Clinical  Research 
Award  in  1985  under  the  leadership  of  Jack  Atwater, 
DDS,  of  Asheboro,  N.C.  Atwater  and  other  class  mem- 
bers established  an  endowment  fund  that  currently 
provides  $3,000  each  year  to  the  award's  recipient. 
The  published  faculty  research  selected  for  recognition 
must  have  "the  greatest  potential  for  direct  contribu- 
tions to  the  practice  of  dentistry  and  dental  health 
generally." 

His  publication  on  one  such  abnormality,  Tricho- 
Dento-Osseous  Syndrome,  earned  him  the  Class  of 
1958  Award.  Wright's  work,  in  collaboration  with 
research  colleague  Thomas  Hart  at  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh,  seeks  to  identify  the  genes  responsible  for 
several  debilitating  craniofacial  abnormalities.  The 
award's  selection  committee  said  that  Wright's  pub- 
lished work,  "Phenolypic  Variation  of  the  Tricho- 
Dento-Osseous  Syndrome  with  a  DLX3  Homeobox 
Gene  Mutation,"  could  help  dentists  everywhere 
better  diagnose  and  eventually  treat  this  condition. 

Wright,  who  received  his  DDS  from  West  Virginia 
University  in  1978  and  his  MS  in  pediatric  dcntistr)' 
from  the  University  of  Alabama  at  Birmingham  in 
1983,  is  a  diplomate  of  the  American  Board  of 
Pediatric  Dentistry.  His  other  research  interests 
include  enamel  protein  chemislr)',  genetics  and  the 
mechanisms  of  dentin/enamel  defects. 


Inaugural  White 
Coat  Ceremony 


On  Friday,  April  20,  the  Class  of  2004  marked  the  cul- 
mination of  the  first  year  of  didactic  learning  and  the 
rite  of  passage  into  the  clinical  phase  of  dental  educa- 
tion at  the  School  of  Dentistr)'s  inaugural  White  Coat 
Ceremony.  More  than  200  family  members,  friends, 
fellow  students,  and  faculty  attended  the  ceremony. 

Keynote  speaker,  Doug  Solow,  associate  dean  for 
clinical  services,  captured  the  essence  of  the  ceremony 
when  he  said,  "The  white  coat  itself  is  not  as  important 
as  what  it  symbolizes.  The  coat  signifies  several  things. 
It  represents  society's  fundamental  belief  in  a  system  in 
which  doctors  are  experts,  and  in  which  doctors  are 
healers.  Along  wath  that,  the  coat  conveys  a  sense  of 
purpose,  which  helps  reassure  patients  and  gain  their 
confidence.  The  wearer  of  a  white  coat  is  expected  to 
care  for  patients,  not  only  by  providing  quality  care, 
but  also  by  respecting  the  patient.  The  coat  s\Tnbolizes 
competence,  but  it  must  also  signify  compassion." 

Because  the  white  coats  do  not  meet  current 
infection  control  standards,  students  are  not  permitted 
to  wear  them  when  treating  patients  in  the  dental 
clinics.  Nonetheless,  the  ceremony  with  its  pomp, 
circumstance  and  symbolism  was  a  memorable  event 
for  all  in  attendance.

Steven  Offenbacher,  DDS,  PhD,  professor  of  periodontology  at 
the  School  of  Dentistry,  recently  received  a  Special  Impact 
Award  from  the  National  Healthy  Mothers,  Healthy  Babies 
Coalition  for  his  research  that  links  oral  health  and  pre-term, 
low-birth-weighl  babies.  U.S.  Representative  David  Price  of 
North  Carolina  presented  the  award  to  Offenbacher  at  a  Capitol 
Hill  luncheon  May  15.  U.S.  Senator  Thomas  Daschle  of  South 
Dakota  and  Heidi  Murkoff,  co-author  of  What  To  Expect  When 
You're  Expecting,  also  received  awards  for  their  contributions  to 
assuring  all  babies  are  bom  healthy. 

Research  conducted  at  the  School 
of  Dentistry  has  provided  evidence 
that  mothers  wdth  periodontal  disease 
are  at  increased  risk  for  premature 
births  and  neonatal  complications. 
UNC-CH  is  the  only  U.S.  university  to 
have  a  research  center  and  clinical 
facility  dedicated  to  studying  the  rela- 
tionship between  oral  infections  and 
systemic  diseases.  The  Center  for  Oral 
and  Systemic  Disease,  part  of  the 
School's  Comprehensive  Center  for 
Inflammatory  Disorders,  has  more 
than  50  scientists  including  physi- 
cians, epidemiologists,  basic  scientists 
and  students  who  work  as  a  multidis- 
ciplinary  team  to  study  the  connection 
of  oral  infection  to  conditions  such  as 
premature  birth,  heart  disease  and  diabetes. 

According  to  Offenbacher,  one  in  10  U.S.  babies  is  bom 
too  early  or  too  small,  and  the  rate  continues  to  climb. 
Premature  birth  and  low-birth  weight  are  the  major  causes  of 
infant  death  and  disability 

"One  of  the  major  problems  with  preventing  premature 
births  is  that  the  causes  of  complications  of  pregnancy  and 
neonatal  illness  are  not  fully  understood,"  said  Offenbacher. 

Research  conducted  by  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry  inves- 
tigators, in  collaboration  with  Duke  University  medical  col- 
leagues, has  provided  new  evidence  that  mothers  with 
periodontal  disease  are  at  increased  risk  for  premature  births

and  neonatal  complications.  Studies  are  under  way  1 
whether  treating  periodontitis  in  pregnant  women  can  reduce 
the  risk  for  premature  birth.  The  findings  suggest  that  perhaps] 
as  many  as  one  in  five  premature  babies  may  have  been  a  con-j 
sequence  of  the  mother  having  periodontal  infection. 

Studies  show  that  during  pregnancy  the  mother's  gum 
infection  can  spread  to  the  unbom  fetus  and  cause  inflamma- 
tion and  premature  delivery.  The  babies  of  mothers  with  gum 
disease  are  smaller  and  more  premature,  even  when  consider- 
ing the  contribution  of  other  important  matemal  risk  factors 
such  as  smoking,  vaginal  infections 
and  other  factors  known  to  increase 
the  risk  of  pregnancy  complications. 
These  babies  are  also  at  greater  risk  for 
complications  after  birth. 

"The  significance  of  this  work  is 
that  these  findings  may  eventually 
have  a  dramatic  impact  on  health  care, 
because  unlike  many  risk  factors,  peri- 
odontal diseases  are  both  preventable 
and  treatable,"  said  Offenbacher. 

National  and  statewide  statistics 
indicate  that  underserved  populations 
and  certain  minority  groups  have 
greater  risk  for  premature  birth  inci- 
dence. It  is  known  that  these  same 
populations  also  have  more  periodon- 
tal disease.  Thus,  the  potential  identi- 
fication of  this  treatable  condition  as  a  potential  risk  exposure 
during  pregnancy  may  eventually  lead  to  health  care  measures 
that  have  an  impact  on  these  health  disparities  to  reduce  the 
social,  emotional  and  financial  tragedy  associated  with  prob- 
lems of  the  newbom. 

The  National  Healthy  Mothers,  Healthy  Babies  Coalition  is 
a  nonprofit  organization  providing  a  fomm  for  collaborative 
partnerships  among  public  and  private  organizations,  employ- 
ers, policymakers  and  consumers  to  promote  and  improve  ser- 
vice that  fosters  healthy  mothers,  babies  and  families.  Its 
200-member  network  includes  79  state  and  local  coalitions  and 
organizations,  including  the  March  of  Dimes,  the  American 
Academy  of  Pediatrics  and  National  Organization  on  Fetal 
Alcohol  Syndrome.

Kenneth  May  Jr.,  DDS,  has  been  a  fixture  in  the 
School  of  Dentistry  for  29  years,  first  as  a  student, 
then  as  a  professor  in  the  department  of  opera- 
tive dentistry,  director  of  admissions  and  stu- 
dent affairs,  and  currently  as  the  associate 
dean  for  administration  and  planning.

Sanford  Orthodontist  Establishes  Scholarship  in 
Memory  of  Long-time  Friend,  Bill  Tulloch 


Lynn  Smith  '64,  Ortho  73,  a  specialist  in  Sanford, 
N.C.,  says  his  best  friend  for  more  than  30  years  was  Bill 
Tulloch  '62  a  general  dentist  in  Broadway,  N.C.  So  when 
lung  cancer  took  TuUoch's  life  on  February  6, 
Smith  decided  the  best  way  to  honor  his 
friend  was  to  establish  the  Bill 
Tulloch  Memorial  Scholarship 
with  the  Dental  Foundation  of 
North  Carolina  Inc.  The 
endowed  scholarship  fund 
will  provide  a  need-based 
scholarship  for  a  DDS  stu- 
dent at  the  School  of 
Dentistry  each  year  forever. 

"You  do  what  you  have  a 
passion  for,"  Smith  said.  "Bill 
had  the  same  love  for  dentistry 
and  people  that  I  have.  He  loved 
the  school  and  was  a  superb  dentist 
Honoring  him  with  a  scholarship  fund  was 
the  most  fitting  way  to  remember  what  he  brought  to  the 
profession." 

Tulloch,  who  practiced  general  dentistry  for  36  years, 
supported  the  school  and  its  programs  wholeheartedly.

Chandler  Establishes  Lecture  Series  Fund

John  E. 
Chandler  III 
thinks  patients' 
conversations 
with  their  den- 
tists should 
not  be  like 
pulling  teeth. 
So  the 
Greensboro 
dentist  is  fund- 
ing a  lecture 
series  at  the  School  of  Dentistry  to 
develop  and  enhance  the  communi- 
cation skills  of  Carolina's  dental  stu- 
dents. 

"As  dentists,  we  spend  so  much 
time  working  in  our  patients' 
mouths,  but  it  is  critically  important 
that  we  learn  to  listen  very  effec- 
tively to  the  words  that  come  out  of 
their  mouths  when  discussing  their 
care,"  he  said.  "Better  communica- 
tors make  better  dentists  and  hap- 
pier patients."  Chandler  said 
communication  skills  could  make 
the  difference  in  building  practices 
that  are  successful  beyond  most 
young  dentists'  expectations. 

Chandler  established  the  Dr. 
John  E.  Chandler  III  Fund  with  gifts 
to  the  Dental  Foundation  totaling 
$60,000  over  the  last  two  years.  The 
Chandler  Fund  will  pay  for  a  promi- 
nent speaker's  visit  to  the  School  of 
Dentistry  every  year.  The  lectures 
will  focus  on  practical  business 
skills  including  patient  communica- 
tions, mari  cling  and  practice  man- 
agement. 


Larry  Wintersteen,  an  American 
Dental  Association-approved 
speaker  who  has  worked  with 
dental  professionals  for  nearly  25 
years,  delivered  the  first  lecture  in 
the  series  on  Feb.  3,  2001.  In  his 
presentation  entitled  "Pardon  Me, 
Your  Face  is  Showing,"  Wintersteen 
addressed  common  problems  that 
dental  professionals  encounter  when 
trying  to  communicate  properly 
with  their  patients  and  co-workers. 

Chandler,  a  Greensboro  native, 
graduated  from  the  School  of 
Dentistry  in  1967  after  receiving  an 
undergraduate  degree  from  Carolina 
in  1964.  In  addition  to  building  a 
successful  dental  practice  after  grad- 
uation. Chandler  has  served 
as  the  president  of 
Greensboro-based 
Chandler  Foods, 
his  family's 
food  distribu- 
tion com- 
pany 

founded  by 
his  father  in 
1955.  He 
bought  the 
company  from 
his  father  in  1984 
and  has  expanded  it 
ever  since.  Chandler  Foods 
specializes  in  products  like  barbecue 
and  hot  dog  chili. 

Chandler  credits  his  experiences 
managing  the  company's  expansion 
with  honing  many  of  the  same  busi- 
ness skills  thai  he  wants  to  help 
instill  in  young  dentists  preparing  to

launch  their  own  practices. 

"When  dental  students  graduate 
and  start  their  practices,  they  often 
place  limits  on  their  potential  suc- 
cess by  limiting  their  expectations  of 
just  how  much  they  can  accom- 
plish," he  said.  "If  they  can  pair 
keen  practical  business  skills  with 
the  kind  of  clinical  training  and 
skills  they  receive  at  Carolina,  there 
are  really  no  limits.  I  want  them  to 
reach  plateaus  they  never  thought 
they  could  reach,  and  then  hope- 
fully they  will  be  able  to  turn 
around  and  help  the  University 
develop  more  success  stories." 

In  Chandler's  case,  the  success 
story  goes  deeper  than  dentistry  and 
food  distribution.  Chandler  is  an 
accomplished  painter,  his- 
torian, gardener,  and 
diorama  and  model 
builder.  He  won  a 
model-building 
competition  for  a 
replica  of  the 
Elizabeth  II  sail- 
ing ship  harbored 
in  Manteo,  N.C. 
His  historical  diora- 
mas, which  include 
Revolutionary  and  Civil 
War  battle  scenes,  are  con- 
structed to  exacting  detail;  some 
have  been  exhibited  in  Greensboro 
museums.  He  also  maintains  an 
award-vsnnning  English  garden  out- 
side of  his  home  along  with  a  work- 
ing model  train  and  track  that  winds 
through  miniature  scenery  built  by 
Chandler.

Building  a  Future:  Department  of  Periodontology

Forgive  department  chairs  and 
deans  if  they  prefer  to  concen- 
trate on  meeting  today's  needs 
while  letting  their  successors 
worry  about  the  future.  After  all 
their  job  is  to  make  their  depart- 
ment or  school  the  best  that  it 
can  be  during  their  tenure  as 
chair  of  the  department  or  dean 
of  the  school.  But  the  UNC 
School  of  Dentistr}'  is  blessed 
with  a  dean  and  faculty  chairs 
who  do  indeed  care  about  the 
future  and  making  life  a  bit  better  for  subsequent 
deans  and  chairs. 

"The  periodontology  department  has  been  very 
strong  for  30  years  and  has  been  considered  one  of 
the  top  five  perio  departments  in  the  U.S.,"  Ray 
Williams,  DDS,  chair  of  the  department,  said. 
"More  recently,  it  began  to  become  known 
internationally,  and  the  department  has 
realized  its  strong  position  in  periodon- 
tology worldwide.  We  began  to  take  five-, 
10-,  15-year  looks  out  to  see  how  we 
could  strengthen  the  department,  grow 
as  necessary  and  maintain  financial  sta- 
bility" 

Williams  and  his  colleagues  noted 
specific  areas  in  need  of  support:  recruit- 
ing and  retaining  faculty,  graduate  students 
and  staff,  upgrading  the  departments  clinical 
facilities,  and  funding  its  research  programs.  "It 
became  clear  that  the  key  to  the  next  era  of  the 
department  would  be  external  support,  through 
fundraising,"  Williams  said.  "We  reached  out  to 
alumni,  friends  of  the  department  and  to  friends  in 
the  industry." 

In  1996,  Williams  convinced  Thomas  Straumann, 
chairman  of  Instilut  Straumann,  a  Swiss  dental 
implant  company,  to  establish  an  endowed  professor- 
ship and  to  fund  research  activities  in  the  department. 
Recently,  under  Williams'  leadership,  the  department 
established  a  five-year  plan  to  raise  endowed  funds  of 


$3  million  to  maintain  the  department's  international 
leadership  in  periodontal  education. 

Greensboro  practitioner,  Steve  Mackler  '69,  Perio 
'71,  made  a  contribution  to  name  an  operatory  in  the 
graduate  clinic.  He  said  he  supports  the  school  and 
the  department  because  they  have  helped  him  become 
the  professional  he  is  today. 

Practitioner  Paul  Tolmie,  and  his  Charlotte-based 
partners,  Van  Vagianos,  Ken  Corig  and  Bob  Rubins, 
recently  joined  with  their  Gastonia-based  partners, 
John  Lanz,  Perio  '85,  and  Ronald  Nason  '91,  Perio  "94, 
to  name  an  operatory  in  the  graduate  clinic.  While 
Nason  and  Lanz  are  the  only  partners  to  have 
attended  UNC,  they  all  recognize  the  importance  of 
the  department  for  the  state  and  the  profession.

If  you're  looking  for  UNC  dental  students  during  the  summer 
months  before  their  senior  year,  you  probably  won't  find  them  at 
the  beach  or  on  Kerr  Lake  or  even  at  the  student  clinic  in 
Tarrson  Hall.  You  are  more  likely  to  find  them  treating  patients 
at  the  Cherokee  Indian  Reservation  Dental  Clinic,  the  Central 
Prison  in  Raleigh,  the  John  Umstead  Hospital  in  Butner,  or  the 
Buncombe  County  Health  Department  in  Asheville. 

Thai's  because  all  UNC  DDS  students  must  complete  two 
four-week  public  service  rotations  before  graduating  from  denial 


school.  Students  normally  schedule  their  rotations  during  the 
summer  between  third  and  fourth  year.  One  four-week  sessior 
must  occur  in  a  "community"  setting  and  the  other  in  a  "f 
tal"  setting. 

However,  some  students  do  more,  like  Amy  Henderson,  a 
fourth-year  dental  student,  who  spent  one  week  at  the  Cherokci 
Indian  Reservation  treating  children,  four  weeks  at  the  Federal 
Correction  Center  in  Butner,  and  four  weeks  at  Wake  Medical 
Center  in  Raleigh.  "My  rotations  were  an  extremely  rewarding 
experience,"  said  Henderson.  "My  week  at  Cherokee  was  excep

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Before  I  had  extracted  the  first  tooth,  Rodney  was  shaking  all  over 
I  can  remember  distinctly  the  shock  I  felt  when  I  saw  this.  I  was 
stunned  more  at  my  bewildermeiit  trying  to  figure  out  why  Rodney 
was  shaking.

The  department  of  pediatric  dentistry  has  orga- 
zed  the  Cherokee  Indian  Reservation  rotation,  with  support 
)m  the  North  Carolina  Area  Health  Education  Centers  Program 
HEC),  since  1981. 

Henderson's  community  rotation  was  at  a  Federal  prison, 
his  was  a  unique  opportunity  for  me,"  she  noted.  "I  was  some- 
tat  nervous  about  it  at  first,  but  I  had  a  great  experience  and 
»s  able  to  do  many,  many  dental  procedures  that  helped  make 


me  more  efficient  and  confident.  A  definite  stepping- 
stone  outside  of  the  school." 

Her  hospital  rotation  experience  was  also  very 
valuable.  'Tt  was  just  as  informative,  only  with  dif- 
ferent procedures,"  she  declared.  "At  the  hospital, 
I  got  a  lot  of  surgical  experience  and  also  attended 
four  surgeries  in  the  operating  room  —  something 
that  we  do  not  experience  here  at  school.  Both  of  my 
receptors  took  ample  time  to  explain  things  to  us  and 
to  help  us  in  any  way  they  could.  1  learned  a  great  deal  from 
them  both.  Not  just  about  technical  procedures,  but  about  den- 
tistry in  general." 

Extramural  rotations  have  been  part  of  the  UNC  Dental  cur- 
riculum since  the  1960s.  Donald  Warren.  DDS  '38,  PhD.  then 
chair  of  the  department  of  dental  ecology,  and  retired  professor 
Marvin  Block,  DDS,  MPH,  the  first  director  of  the  program, 
developed  many  of  the  rotation  sites  that  arc  still  active  today. 
Early  offerings  were  limited  in  duration  and  scope,  but  the 
establishment  of  the  AHEC  Program  in  1972  changed  all  that. 
Initial  AHEC  funding  allowed  the  program  to  expand  and  on- 
going support  has  allowed  the  program  to  grow  into  the  unique 
educational  experience  it  is  today  When  the  Pew  Health 
Professions  Commission  called  for  an  increased  emphasis  on 
community-based  education  in  1993.  the  UNC  Dental  School 
was  a  model  program  ahead  of  the  curve. 

The  school  is  able  to  offer  dozens  of  approved  rotation  sites 
throughout  North  Carolina.  Qualified  preceptors  with  adjunct 
facult)'  appointments  supervise  over  56  rotation  sites.  They  span 
county  health  departments,  institutions  for  the  mentally  and 
physically  disabled,  correctional  institutions.  United  States 
Coast  Guard,  Army,  and  Na\7  dental  centers,  and  hospital  den- 
tistr\-  programs.  In  2000.  the  program  was  given  a  new  name  — 


This  gentleman,  55  years  of 
age,  sat  down  in  the  chair. 
After  reviewing  his  chart,  I  saw 
that  he  had  cancer  and  asked 
how  his  treatment  was  going. 
He  told  me  that  treatment  had 
been  stopped  and  that  he  had 
three  to  six  months  to  li\e.  I 
was  shocked  because  I  could 
not  believe  that  someone  with 
that  little  time  left  was  con- 
cerned with  getting  dentures.

He  said  that  he  wanted 
to  die  in  comfort  and  "enjoy 
his  food  during  his  last  days  on 
earth. "  This  statement  was 
very  touching.  I  know  as  a 
dentist  how  important  teeth  are 
for  a  person's  overall  health. 
However,  I  never  thought  that  I 
would  be  the  person,  a  dentist, 
who  would  make  a  difference 
for  a  dying  person.

the  "DISC  Program"  or  "Dentistry  in  Service  to  Community."  The  states  AHEC 
Program  cosponsors  the  North  CaroHna  sites  and  provides  student  housing, 
travel  reimbursement  and,  in  some  cases,  small  stipends.  The  president  of  the 
junior  class  oversees  the  site  selection  process,  an  NBA-like  draft  in  one  of  the 
lecture  halls,  using  four  overhead  projectors  to  track  the  latest  pick.  This  lottery 
system  is  intended  to  give  all  students  an  equal  chance  at  getting  their  first  or 
second  choice  for  at  least  one  of  the  four-week  rotations.  By  Januar)',  inost  stu- 
dents know  where  they  will  be  going  that  summer  or  early  fall. 

Students  also  have  the  option  of  identifying  their  own  rotation  sites  outside 
the  state,  with  approval  from  the  UNC  Dental  School.  In  the  last  few  years  alone, 
students  have  completed  rotations  in  states  from  California  to  Maine  and  coun- 
tries from  Russia  to  Australia. 

According  to  Ron  Strauss,  DDS,  PhD,  professor  and  current  chair  of  the 
department  of  dental  ecology,  UNC  has  always  been  a  leader  in  community-based 
education.  "This  school  has  its  program  more  developed  than  any  other  school 
we  know.  Very  few  dental  schools  devote  two  entire  months  to  extramural  rota- 
tions." Strauss  adds,  "Linking  dental  students  with  community  needs  has  proven 
to  be  one  of  the  most  popular  offerings  the  dental  school  has." 

Eugene  Sandler,  DDS,  MPH,  professor  in  dental  ecology,  who  has  directed  the 
rotations  program  since  1993,  acts  like  a  shepherd  overseeing  his  flock  of  dental 
students.  He  manages  a  myriad  of  details  carefully  oudined  in  an  informational 
manual  for  students.  The  manual  covers  everything  from  liability  insurance  and 
protocol  for  needlestick/sharps  injuries  to  housing,  stipend,  and  travel  information. 

Sandler  wall  proudly  show  you  several  boxes  of  last  year's  scrapbooks  com- 
piled by  students,  which  contain  photographs  and  stories  about  their  experiences. 
He  speaks  glowingly  of  the  program's  preceptors  —  some  of  them  "second  gener- 
ation" preceptors  who  were  first  exposed  to  rotations  as  UNC  dental  students. 
In  1996,  with  invaluable  assistance  from  the  UNC  Center  for  Teaching  and 
Learning,  a  new  dimension  was  added  to  the  rotation  program.  The  school  now 
requires  students  to  reflect  more  deeply  about  their  experiences  by  writing  a 
weekly  "critical  incident  report"  on  a  nonclinical  topic.  At  the  end  of  the  four- 
week  rotation,  students  write  an  essay  on  one  of 
these  incidents,  which  they  share  back  on  campus 
with  other  students  in  a  seminar  facilitated  by  a 
UNC  faculty  member. 

The  student  essays  demonstrate  the  richness  of 
the  extramural  experience.  Students  write  of  issues 
ly  related  to  their  own  technical  competence,  newly 

realized  personal  prejudices,  the  challenges  of  treat- 
ing screaming  children,  and  concerns  about  patients 
who  neglect  their  oral  health,  and  who  is  ultimately 
responsible.  The  hospital  rotations  prompt  essays 
on  such  topics  as  working  with  HIV/AIDS  patients 
and  dealing  with  death  and  dying.  Excerpts  from 
several  student  essays  accompany  this  article. 
Strauss  commented,  "Sending  students  to  the  field 
is  not  sufficient.  Reflecting  upon  the  experience  has 
enormous  importance.  Sharing  with  peers  magnifies 
the  experience."  |See  blue  text] 

Rotations  give  students  an  opportunity  to  expe- 
rience a  type  of  dentistry  that  they  won't  necessarily 
see  at  the  school  or  in  private  practice.  Walking  in 
to  a  prison  or  mental  institution  for  the  first  time, 
or  working  on  an  Indian  reservation,  can  be  an  eye 
opener  for  students  who  have  only  seen  patients 
within  the  "safe"  walls  of  the  student  clinics  in

Tarrson  Hall.  The  hospital  rota- 
tion introduces  students  to 
"scrubbing  in,"  ordering  "meds," 
working  with  hospital  labs,  and 
using  hospital  records.  Students 
learn  about  different  health  care 
delivery  systems  and  have  a 
chance  to  consider  their  roles  as 
part  of  the  system. 

Only  a  small  number  of  stu- 
dents ultimately  choose  careers  in 
pubhc  health  dentistry.  Yet  all 
UNC  dental  students  become 
more  sensitive  to  the  needs  of 
patients  with  special  access  prob- 
lems. Fourth-year  dental  student 
Daniel  Davidian  plans  a  career  in 
private  practice.  Still 
his  experiences  at 
Central  Prison, 
Carolinas  Medical 
Center,  and  at  a 
Mexican  orphanage 
have  led  him  to 
believe  that  "all  den- 
tists should  take  it 
upon  themselves  to 
donate  time  to  help  under- 
served  populations." 
Strauss  and  Sandler  believe 
that  more  students  might  consider 
careers  in  public  health  if  they  are 
exposed  earlier  in  the  dental  curricu- 
lum to  working  with  special  popula- 
tions that  frequently  do  not  have  access 
to  traditional  dental  offices.  That  was 
the  impetus  behind  a  $230,000,  three- 
year  grant  from  the  Kate  B.  Reynolds 
Charitable  Trust  in  1999.  In  the  third 
summer  of  the  grant,  approximately  50 
rising  second-  and  third-year  DDS  and 
dental  hygiene  students  will  have  an 
opportunity  to  treat  patients  in  commu- 
nity dental  clinics  in  North  Carolina. 

Following  a  KBR-DISC  rotation 
during  the  summer  of  2000,  one  stu- 
dent wrote,  "During  each  incident  1 
experienced  in  my  rotation,  I  learned 
something  about  myself  and  about  my 
career.  This  rotation  gave  me  a  taste  of 
the  real  world,  outside  of  our  sheltered 
school  environment  and  it  is  very,  ver)' 
different.  It  will  help  me  make  decisions 
about  my  future  after  graduation." 

Beyond  the  exposure  to  a  different 
kind  of  dentistry,  rotations  give  bud-

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ding  dentists  a  chance  to  work  on  their 
own,  without  the  constant  hand  of  a 
faculty  member  at  their  side.  Preceptors 
are  available  when  needed,  but  encour- 
age students  to  do  as  much  as  they  can 
on  their  own.  As  Davidian  notes, 
"Rotations  are  the  best  way  to  really  get 
a  feel  for  where  you  are  clinically...  I 
found  I  knew  more  than  I  thought. 
Without  rotations,  I  would  never  have 
the  confidence  to  go  out  and  practice 
dentistry  on  my  own." 

Although  UNC  began  these  rotations 
with  the  primary  purpose  of  educating 
future  dentists,  other  benefits  accrue  as 
well.  Preceptors,  especially  those 
located  in  the  more  rural  parts  of  North 
Carolina,  thrive  on  the  interaction  with 
students.  Strauss  says  that  even  though 
preceptors  are  unpaid  "we  have  more 
requests  for  students  than  we  can 
handle."  So  while  students  bring  the 
latest  techniques  in  dental  education  to 
preceptors,  preceptors  help  students 
gain  confidence  in  working  on  their 
own.  It  is  an  ideal  partnership. 

And  what  cannot  be  ignored  is  the 
actual  service  to  the  community  that 
UNC  dental  students  are  providing  all 
across  North  Carolina  and  beyond.  The 
Surgeon  Generals  2000  report  on  "Oral 
Health  in  America"  noted  the  "pro- 
found and  consequential  disparities"  in 
the  oral  health  of  our  citizens.  Those 
words  take  on  a  new  meaning  for  UNC 
dental  students  who  have  worked  in  a 


diversity  of  community  and  hospital 
settings  through  the  DISC  Program. 
Treating  real  patients  on  their  own, 
while  contributing  hours  and  hours  of 
professional  care,  may  be  the  most 
rewarding  summer  experience  that 
UNC  dental  students  could  have. 


Do  we  have  the  nght  as 
health  care  providers  to  say, 
"Well  this  patient  does  not 
live  by  my  moral  values  so 
therefore,  this  patient 
desen'es  inferior  care?"  I 
really  don'  think  we  do  have 
that  right.  I  can  surely  dis- 
agree with  a  patient's  lifestyle 
from  a  moral  perspective  hut 
I  am  still  obligated  as  a 
health  care  professional  to 
provide  that  patient  with  the 
option  of  obtaining  the  best 
care  possible.  It  is  difficult  to 
be  nonjudgmental.  However, 
health  care  professionals 
must  strive  to  be  this  wa\.

A  Young  Woman  from  the  Philippines 
Has  a  Brighter  Future 


when  Maritess  Emalon  arrived  in  Chapel  Hill  in  June,  she 
had  been  unable  to  move  her  lower  jaw  for  15  of  her  18 
years  and  weighed  only  60  pounds.  Four  months  later,  she 
left  Chapel  Hill  with  a  much  brighter  future  ahead  of  her 

At  the  age  of  three,  Maritess  fell  down  some  stairs  in 
her  hometown  in  the  Philippines,  Bacolod  City.  Her  lower 
jaw  was  badly  broken  on  the  left  side,  at  the  point  where 
it  hinges  to  the  skull.  Her 
parents  took  her  to  a  local 
hospital,  but  doctors  there 
said  there  was  nothing 
they  could  do  to  help  her. 
And  even  if  the  hospital 
had  been  able  to  help, 
Maritess'  parents  could 
not  afford  to  pay  for  basic 
health  care,  let  alone 
surgery. 

As  her  injury  healed, 
new  bone  growth  fused 
her  lower  jaw  to  her  skull 
and  locked  it  into  place.  It 
left  her  chin  far  behind 
the  normal  position,  so 
that  she  appeared  to  have 
no  chin  at  all.  Her  teeth 
became  severely  decayed 
because  brushing  them 
was  impossible.  And  the 

lack  of  mobility  of  her  jaw  made  it  very  difficult  for 
Maritess  to  eat;  she  managed  to  eat  only  by  pushing  food 
through  the  right  side  of  her  mouth  with  a  finger. 

In  April  2001,  her  employer  brought  Maritess,  who 
had  been  working  as  a  maid,  to  a  medical  mission  run  by 
a  California-based  organization  called  Christians  in 
Action.  There  Larr)'  Parworth,  DDS,  MS  '96,  an  oral  and 
maxillofacial  surgeon  who  had  been  trained  at  the  School 
of  Dentistr)'  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill,  diagnosed  her  condition.  He  checked  at  hospitals  in 
the  area  and  concluded  that  none  had  adequate  staff  or

facilities  to  provide  the  complex  surgery  and  follow-up 
care  that  Maritess  needed.  Without  such  care,  painful 
tooth  infections  would  eventually  kill  her. 

So,  Parworth  called  the  surgeon  who  had  trained  him, 
Tim  Turvey,  professor  and  chair  of  oral  and  maxillofacial 
surgery  in  the  School  of  Dentistry  and  UNC  Hospitals. 
Because  of  the  great  need  in  this  case,  Turvey  and  UNC 
Hospitals  agreed  to  pro- 
vide medical  care  to 
Maritess  for  no  charge. 
Christians  in  Action 
paid  for  the  cost  of  bring- 
ing Maritess  and  her 
interpreter  from  the 
Philippines  to  UNC,  and 
the  Ronald  McDonald 
House  of  Chapel  Hill  pro- 
vided housing.  In  late 
June,  Turvey  performed  a 
major  hours-long  opera- 
tion to  unlock  Maritess' 
mandible,  move  her  chin 
forward  to  its  normal 
position,  and  remove 
teeth  that  were  too 
decayed  to  repair.  That 
surgery  was  followed  by 
months  of  physical  ther- 
apy to  help  Maritess  learn 
how  to  use  her  jaw  again  and  follow-up  visits  with  Turvey. 

By  October  26,  Maritess  had  recovered  to  the  point 
that  she  was  able  to  leave  Chapel  Hill.  After  a  month  in 
California  as  a  guest  of  Christians  in  Action,  she  returned 
to  her  hometown,  where  she  will  live  in  a  charity-run 
home,  the  Calvary  Chapel  Bacolod,  for  the  next  year  or 
two.  She  will  also  be  attending  school,  with  support  from 
Christians  in  Action.

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Dental  Hygiene  Students  Gain  Experience  and  Learn 
About  Hispanic  Culture 


Last  summer  dental  hygiene  faculty  Vickie  Overman,  RDH, 
MEd  '83;  Mary  George,  RDH,  MEd;  and  Charlotte  Peterson, 
RDH,  MS  '94,  spent  several  Saturday  mornings  in  Siler  City, 
N.C.,  preparing  for  a  special  cUnical  experience  for  School 
of  Dentistry  dental  hygiene  students  that  would  provide 
dental  screenings  and  dental  hygiene  preventive  care  for  an 
underserved  Hispanic  immigrant  population.  The  project 
would  give  students  valuable  clinical  experiences  and  at  the 
same  time  provide  important  new  cultural  experiences. 
"The  Immigrant  Dental  Health  Proposal"  was  made  possi- 
ble by  a  $5,000  grant  from  the  Carolina  Center  for  Public 
Service  at  UNC-Chapel  Hill. 

Overman,  principle  investigator  of  the  project,  and  her 
colleagues  trained  lay  advisors  to  identify  signs  of  dental 
decay  and  gum  disease  and  selected  28  patients  to  partici- 
pate in  the  program  at  the  School  of  Dentistry.  They  also 
provided  educational  materials,  written  in  Spanish,  for 
advisors  who  would  later  teach  oral  hygiene  instructions 
and  preventative  care  in  the  church. 

Every  Friday  from  mid  August  until  the  first  week  of 
December,  buses  and  vans,  sponsored  by  the  local 
churches,  brought  patients  from  Siler  City  to  the  school. 
Each  patient  was  scheduled  for  four  visits.  Hygiene  stu- 
dents provided  dental  care  with  Overman  and  part-time 
hygiene  faculty  Debbie  Cough,  BSDH,  supervising.  With  an 
interpreter  nearby,  service  dentist  Snellen  McCauley  DDS 
'90,  conversed  with  patients,  performed  examinations  and 
ordered  radiographs.  Dental  hygiene  students  took  radio- 
graphs, provided  scaling,  polishing  and  other  preventive 
services  for  the  patients.  Patients  received  follow-up 
instructions  and  oral  hygiene  instructions  written  in 
Spanish  to  help  them  incorporate  prevention  into  their 
daily  routine.  Patients  who  needed  additional  treatment 
were  referred  to  Urgent  Care  Services  and  the  Orange 
County  Health  Department. 

Overman  is  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  project. 
Communication  was  not  a  problem.  "At  least  two  to  three 
lay  health  advisors  came  with  each  group  to  act  as  inter- 
preters. Two  of  the  School  of  Dentistry's  dental  assistants 
and  interpreters,  Cathy  Mora  and  Veronica  Sanchez,  made 
certain  that  patients  fully  understood  their  treatment  and 


follow-up  implications,"  saia  Overman. 

Even  though  many  of  the  patients  had  not  received 
dental  care  prior  to  their  visits,  they  seemed  very  comfort- 
able in  their  new  surroundings  at  the  school.  "While  some 
could  not  understand  why  they  had  to  make  return  xasits, 
they  generally  seemed  to  enjoy  coming  to  the  school  and 
having  the  treatment." 

"The  project  provided  students  and  staff  a  rich  learning 
environment  for  developing  cultural  competency  in  caring 
for  Hispanic  cultures,  in  identifying  their  dental  needs  and 
in  providing  preventive  dental  care  to  an  underser\'ed  pop- 
ulation," said  Overman. 

The  dental  hygiene  faculty  coordinated  this  endeavor 
with  Pamela  Frasier,  PhD,  a  research  associate  professor  in 
the  UNC  School  of  Medicine,  who  spearheads  the  ongoing 
Chatham  Hospital  Immigrant  Health  Initiative,  a  collabora- 
tion of  the  Chatham  Hospital,  the  School  of  Medicine,  and 
the  Department  of  Family  Medicine  and  the  Program  on 
Aging.  Frasier,  Overman,  and  George  submitted  the  grant 
for  the  dental  school  project.

"I  have  gained  new  insight  into  dental  edu- 
cation and  the  significant  issues  dental  institutions  face.  It 
has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  students  from  through- 
out the  US  and  Canada  and  I  am  immensely  grateful  to 
all  of  the  members  for  their  hard  work  and  dedication  to 
our  council's  agenda."

Competition  continues  to  be  keen  for 
the  DDS  program  with  807  applications 
for  79  slots  in  the  Class  of  2005.

Former  Orthodontics  Chair  Takes  a  New  Seat 


William  Proffit  '59,  PhD 

He  chaired  the  department  of 
orthodontics  for  an  unprecedented  26 
years,  but  on  June  30,  2001,  Kenan 
Professor  WilUam  R.  Proffit  signed  his 
last  document  as  chair  and  turned 
these  duties  over  toj.  E  Camilla 
"Kitty"  TuUoch.  "Prof,"  as  he  is  affec- 
tionately referred  to  by  faculty,  stu- 
dents, and  alums,  completed  a 
remarkable  tenure  as  department  chair 
and  left  an  indelible  mark  of  excellence 
on  the  program  and  its  graduates.  He 
has  been  involved  in  the  training  of 
153  of  the  264  graduates  of  the  UNC 
Orthodontic  program.  The  School  of 
Dentistry  is  fortunate  that  he  is  contin- 
uing to  teach  and  conduct  research. 

A  1959  graduate  of  the  UNC 
School  of  Dentistry,  Profhts  profes- 
sional pursuits  took  him  from  coast  to 
coast  and  points  beyond.  He  com- 
pleted a  PhD  in  physiology  at  the 
University  of  Virginia,  orthodontics 
training  at  the  University  of 
Washington  in  Seattle,  and  a  Senior 
Research  Fellowship  (Fulbright)  at  the 
University  of  Adelaide  in  Australia. 


Proffit  chaired  the  orthodontic  depart- 
ments at  Kentucky  and  Florida  before 
he  returned  home  to  his  alma  mater. 
His  training  in  dentistry,  orthodontics, 
and  physiology  made  him  into  the 
epitome  of  the  teacher-researcher-clin- 
ician and  all  who  have  worked  wdth  or 
trained  under  his  watchful  eyes  have 
benefited  from  the  vastness  of  his 
knowledge  and  expertise. 

"In  my  view,  he  is  the  most  schol- 
arly orthodontist  in  academia,  one 
who  has  contributed  enormously  to 
science  through  his  research,  all  the 
while  maintaining  a  very  productive 
intramural  clinical  practice,"  said 
Dean  John  Stamm.  "Doctor  Proffit  is 
one  of  the  most  intellectual  and  cre- 
ative people  in  dentistry  with  whom  I 
have  had  the  pleasure  to  work.  He 
uses  his  powerful  gifts  well,  and  has 
trained  a  large  number  of  the  country's 
most  thoughtful,  scientifically  based 
orthodontists." 

Remarkably,  Proffit  has  been  the 
principal  investigator  on  NIH  research 
grants  for  more  than  27  years,  and  for 
19  years  has  managed  two  major 
grants  concurrently.  In  1987  he 
received  an  NIH  MERIT  (Method  to 
Extend  Research  in  Time)  Award  for 
his  research  on  stability  following 
orthognathic  surgery.  The  highly  selec- 
tive MERIT  awards,  provided  to  less 
than  five  percent  of  NIH  investigators, 
go  to  researchers  who  have  demon- 
strated superior  competence  and  out- 
standing productivity  during  their 
previous  research  endeavors.  He  has 
used  the  results  of  his  intensive  and 
extensive  laborator)'  and  clinical 
investigations  to  provide  a  framework 


for  training  dental  students  and 
orthodontic  graduate  students.  His 
thrust  has  been  to  tie  together  his  own 
high  quality  research  findings  with 
clinical  care.  Many  of  his  trainees 
serve  as  faculty  members  among  aca- 
demic institutions  in  this  country  and 
abroad,  extending  his  approach  to 
research,  patient  care  and  teaching. 
His  textbooks.  Contemporary 
Orthodontics  (3rd  edition),  and 
Surgical-Orthodontic  Treatment 
(co-authored  with  Ra)anond  R  White) 
are  the  leading  texts  in  their  fields  and 
are  used  around  the  world.  He  has 
influenced  the  practice  of  dentistr)'  on 
a  global  scale  through  countless 
national  and  international  continuing 
education  presentations. 

Proffit's  C.V  reveals  an  impressive 
list  of  honors  and  awards  that  serve  as 
testament  to  the  high  regard  he  is  held 
by  peers,  colleagues  and  the  profession. 
The  American  Association  of 
Orthodontics  has  honored  him  with 
some  of  their  most  prestigious  awards; 
the  Salzmann  Award  (1991),  the  B.E 
and  Helen  Dewel  Award  (1998),  and 
the  Louise  Ada  Jarabak  Award  (2000). 
In  1994  the  American  Dental 
Association  honored  Proffit  with  one  of 
its  two  top  awards,  the  Norton  M.  Ross 
Award.  The  Ross  Award  recognizes 
clinical  investigations  that  have  signifi- 
cantly affected  the  diagnosis,  treatment, 
and/or  prevention  of  craniofacial-oral- 
dental  and  other  diseases.  Few  in 
dentistr)'  today  have  contributed  more 
to  basic  and  clinical  research  or  have 
transferred  more  of  this  information 
directly  to  teaching  and  patient  care 
than  William  R.  Proffit.

"I  had  a  great  experience  at  UNC,  both  as  an 
undergraduate  student  and  at  the  School  of  Dentistry," 
Litaker  said.  "I'm  very  grateful  to  the  professors  who 
helped  steer  me  in  the  right  direction.  Both  my  under- 
graduate degree  in  chemistry  and  the  School  of 
Dentistry  have  helped  get  me  to  where  I  am  today." 
It  is  this  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  school  and  its 
faculty  that  has  led  Litaker  to  show  his  appreciation 
by  giving  something  back. 

"I  think  it's  important  to  give  back  to  keep  our 
dental  school  a  top-notch  program  in  the  nation,"  he 
said.  "1  know  when  1  walked  into  Tarrson  Hall  for  the 
first  time  1  was  amazed  at  the  building  and  the  cquip-

ment.  It  was  a  good  feeling  to  know  that  I  was  a  part 
of  that  and  that  I  helped  make  that  happen." 

He  also  emphasized  that  giving  back  to  the  school 
is  a  way  to  help  future  generations  of  dentists  who  are 
stud)'ing  at  UNC-Chapel  Hill  because  of  its  reputation 
for  academic  excellence. 

"I  understand  that  money  goes  to  professorships  to 
keep  quality  professors  and  also  for  equipment  in 
classrooms  to  keep  them  up-to-date  so  that  the  stu- 
dents can  have  the  latest  technology,"  he  said.

He  said  the  cam- 
paign would  benefit  not  only  the  school  itself,  but 
also  all  dentists  who  rely  on  the  school  for  continuing 
education  in  keeping  up-to-date  with  the  latest  tech- 
nologies and  procedures. 

"I'm  excited  about  Carolina  First  and  the  money 
that  will  be  raised  for  not  only  the  Dental  School  but 
for  the  general  college  as  well,"  Litaker  said.  "I 
encourage  every  dentist  to  contribute  to  this  worthy 
cause." 

When  he  is  not  at  home  or  in  the  office,  Litaker 
said  he  enjoys  playing  racquelball  and  weightlifting  to 
stay  in  good  health.  He  volunteers  his  time  and  ser- 
vice to  the  N.C.  Dental  Society  and  to  local  dental 
societies  of  the  Catawba  and  Western  Piedmont  areas. 

He  also  shares  a  love  for  scuba  diving  with  his 
wife,  and  has  adventured  under  the  waters  of  the 
Caribbean. 

"My  wife  scuba  dives  and  I  hope  as  my  children 
get  older  they  will,  too,"  he  said.  "It  is  a  whole  other 
world  under  the  ocean.  The  fish  and  scenery  are  very 
relaxing."

Pediatric  Dentistry  Fellowships  Honor  Congleton 


The  department  of  pediatric  dentistry  announced  on  July  1, 
2001,  the  estabhshment  of  a  new  fellowship  program  cre- 
ated by  Jim  Congleton  75,  MS  77,  of  New  Bern,  N.C. 
Congleton  received  both  his  undergraduate  and  DDS 
degrees  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill.  He  completed  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistry's 
residency  and  master's  degree  programs  in 
pediatric  dentistry  in  1977. 

"Having  come  through  the 
UNC  Dental  School,  I  felt  that 
there  was  a  real  need  to  give 
back  to  the  Dental 
Foundation  of  North 
Carolina  (DFNC)  and  help 
graduate  students  in  the 
pediatric  dentistry  pro- 
gram," Congleton  said.  "I  set 
a  goal  to  establish  a  fellow- 
ship for  the  graduate  students 
and  I  slowly,  over  the  period  of 
years,  accomplished  that  goal." 

Congleton  has  worked  to  improve 
oral  health  care  for  children  from  disadvantaged 
backgrounds  as  well  as  those  with  special  health  care 
needs.  During  the  past  20  years,  he  has  worked  with  North 
Carolina  legislators  and  policy  makers  to  increase  children's 
access  to  dental  benehts  through  programs  such  as 
Medicaid  and  CHIP 

Congleton  received  the  year's  Distinguished  Service 
Award  from  the  DFNC  for  the  active  role  he  has  taken  in 
the  profession.  He  has  served  as  president  of  both  the 
North  Carolina  Academy  of  Pediatric  Dentistry  and  the 
DFNC  Board  of  Directors.  He  also  has  served  on  the  N.C. 
Dental  Society's  Access  to  Care  Committee  as  well  as  the 
American  Academy  of  Pediatric  Dentistry's  Council  on 
Dental  Care. 

Because  Congleton  provides  dental  care  for  children 
with  special  needs,  'the  Dental  Foundation  will  use  the  fel- 
lowship to  subsidize  students  who  arc  interested  in  access 
to  care  for  patients  at  the  lower  end  of  the  socioeconomic 
scale,"  he  said. 

"We  felt  that  the  fellowship  was  a  good  way  to  create 
awareness  for  these  issues,  while  providing  graduate  stu- 


dents with  a  better  education  and  lifestyle,"  he  said. 

The  Congleton  Fellowship  will  be  awarded  to  graduate 
students  in  pediatric  dentistr)'  who  work  at  the  Orange 
County  Health  Department  (OCHD)  in  Hillsborough,  N.C. 
These  students  provide  dental  care  through  the  Children's 
Dental  Program,  an  outreach  initiative  at  the  OCHD 
aimed  to  help  children  from  mostly  rural, 
low-income  families.  Each  year,  both 
DDS  and  graduate  students  in 
pediatric  dentistr)'  participate  in 
the  Hillsborough  clinic. 
Congleton  Fellows 
selected  for  the  2001-2002 
school  year  are  Lina  Maria 
Cardenas,  DDS,  PhD; 
Jessica  Lee,  DDS,  MPH;  and 
Kate  Pierce  '98  DDS. 

Cardenas  is  a  native 
of  Medellin, 
Colombia,  where 
she  received  her 
DDS  degree.  She 
received  a  PhD  from 
the  University  of  Nagasaki  in  Japan.  Lee,  who  is  from 
Vancouver,  Wash.,  received  her  DDS  and  master's  degree  in 
pubic  health  (MPH)  froin  Columbia  University.  She  is 
working  toward  both  her  certificate  in  pediatric  dentistr)' 
and  a  doctoral  degree  in  public  health.  Pierce,  a 
Greensboro,  N.C,  native,  received  her  DDS  degree  from  the 
UNC  School  of  Dentistry.  She  is  pursuing  a  master's  degree 
in  public  health. 

The  Congleton  Fellowship  is  the  third  fulh'  funded 
$100,000-plus  fellowship  fund  in  the  department  of  pedi- 
atric dentistry.  Like  the  Theodore  Oldenburg  Fellowship 
and  the  Jack  Menius  Fellowship,  it  is  dedicated  exclusively 
to  enhance  stipends  for  graduate  students  in  pediatric  den- 
tistry. All  three  funds  were  established  with  contributions 
to  the  DFNC. 

Congleton  challenges  ever)-  dentist  to  set  a  goal  to  sup- 
port the  Dental  Foundation  and  the  education  ol  luture 
dentists.  "It's  a  good  thing  to  give  back  in  appreciation  of 
what  the  dental  school  gave  us,"  he  said,  "ll  only  makes 
our  school  stronger  and  our  denial  students  better."

What  do  chicken  salad,  strawberry 
cake,  and  dentistry  have  in 
common? 

For  Margaret  Crabtree,  a  cUni- 
cal  assistant  in  the  department  of 
orthodontics  for  17  years,  these 
things  brought  students  and  fac- 
uUy  together  into  what  she  liked 
to  call  her  "orthodontic  family." 

"It  was  her  adopted  family,  her 
home  away  from  home,"  said 
Larry  Crabtree,  Margaret's  son. 
"The  men  and  women  who  came 
through  the  school  became  part  of 
her  extended  family.  It  was  a  job 
and  a  family  at  the  same  time.  It  just  clicked  " 

Now  Margarets  orthodontic  family  will  honor  her  by 
naming  a  room,  designated  the  Margaret  Crabtree  Room  in 
Brauer  Hall.  Alumni  of  the  department  of  orthodontics  have 
pledged  more  than  $15,000  toward  the  naming  opportunity. 
The  room  will  be  dedicated  in  the  near  future. 

During  the  1970s  and  1980s,  Margaret  worked  as  the 
only  clinical  assistant  in  the  department  of  orthodontics. 
"Margaret  was  the  central  hub  of  the  department,"  said 
Garland  Hershey  DDS,  MS,  one  of  her  long-time  admirers. 
"She  knew  where  ever)'thing  was,  how  ever>'thing  worked, 
which  residents  needed  extra  help  and  encouragement,  and 
which  faculty  needed  advice  on  interpersonal  relations.  She 
did  it  all  in  a  way  that  generated  love  and  respect." 

Margarets  expertise  extended  far  beyond  the  clinical  pro- 
cedures of  dentistry.  She  had  a  love  for  cooking,  which  she 
generously  shared  with  the  faculty  and  students  of  the 
department. 

"She  loved  to  cook,  and  she  loved  to  see  people  eat," 
Larry  Crabtree  said.  "She  was  what  I  would  characterize  as  a 
country  cook.  She  loved  to  cook  countr)'  dishes  and  also 
desserts  because  of  my  father.  He  didn't  consider  a  meal 
complete  unless  there  was  a  dessert." 

Margaret  prepared  food  for  the  department  on  a  regular 
basis,  and  Wednesdays  became  known  for  "Margaret's  Cafe, " 
the  day  in  which  she  would  bring  homemade  chicken  salad 
and  strawberr)'  cakes. 


"Then  at  Christmas  time  she  would  put  on  a  luncheon 
like  a  big  potluck,  except  she  was  the  only  one  who  brought 
the  food,"  Hershey  said.  "She  brought  homemade  Brunswick 
stew,  several  vegetables,  several  desserts,  usually  a  couple  of 
kinds  of  pies  and  cakes  and  iced-tea  she  brewed  herself." 

"Sharing  her  food  was  just  one  way  in  which  Margaret 
took  care  of  her  orthodontic  family.  She  also  had  a  sixth 
sense  of  knowing  which  students,  either  shy  or  apprehen- 
sive, needed  a  little  extra  support,"  Hershey  said. 

"A  lot  of  these  students  were  a  long  way  from  home  and 
family,  and  mother  wanted  them  to  feel  like  they  had  a 
family  in  Chapel  Hill,"  Larr}'  Crabtree  said. 

Over  the  years,  Margaret's  family  continued  to  grow  as 
friendships  blossomed  between  her,  the  faculty  and  students 
of  the  school.  These  friendships  continued  well  past  her 
retirement. 

"She  made  friendships  there  that  lasted  the  rest  of  her 
life, "  Larry  Crabtree  said.  "On  many  occasions,  she  would 
tell  me  she  got  Christmas  cards,  birthday  cards  and  e\'en 
Mother's  Day  cards,  and  that  was  a  thrill  for  her." 

When  Margaret  retired  in  1982,  many  students  from  the 
school  contributed  to  her  retirement  gift,  which  gave  her  the 
resources  to  either  build  or  purchase  a  greenhouse. 

"Mother  had  a  green  thumb,  and  she  loved  to  garden." 
Larry  said.  "They  couldn't  have  given  her  anvthing  that  she 
enjoyed  more." 

Larr\'  said  although  he  thinks  Margaret  would  be  thrilled 
by  the  most  recent  honor,  she  was  the  type  of  person  who 
never  looked  for  recognition.  "She'd  play  it  dov\Ti,  smile  and 
say,  I  didn't  do  anything  to  deser\'e  this,""  he  said. 

Her  family  would  like  to  thank  those  who  contributed  to 
leave  such  a  lasting  tribute  to  Margaret.  "It  means  a  great 
deal  to  me  and  my  family,"  Larr)'  Crabtree  said.  "This  is 
quite  an  honor  to  have  a  staff  person  be  honored  in  this 
way. " 

Much  more  than  a  staff  person.  Margaret  Crabtree  was  an 
individual  well  loved  and  respected  by  her  friends  and 
"family"  in  the  UNC  School  of  Dentistiy. 

"I  was  always  convinced  she  descended  from  heaven 
ever)'  morning  at  about  8  a.m.  to  take  care  of  us, "  Dr. 
Hershey  said. 
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Scholarship  Eases  Financial  Burden  for  Kiran  Lai

No  one  ever  said  that  being 
a  dental  student  would  be 
easy.  The  balancing  act 
between  attending  classes, 
studying  daily,  and  caring 
for  patients  leaves  little  time 
for  working,  which  could 
help  ease  the  financial 
strains  of  tuition  payments. 

But  for  Kiran  Lai,  a 
second-year  DDS  student, 
part  of  that  burden  has 
been  lifted  with  assistance 
from  the  Dental 
Foundation  of  North 
Carolina,  Inc.  Lai,  who  was 
the  keynote  speaker  at  the  2001  DFNC  Scholarship, 
Fellowship  and  Awards  Dinner,  has  been  named  a  recipient  of 
$4,000  Dr.  Robert  Russell  Clark  Memorial  Scholarship.  This 
year,  27  DDS  and  dental  hygiene  students  were  awarded 
DFNC  scholarships  totaling  $69,000.  The  DFNC  presented 
another  $120,000  to  post-DDS  students  in  the  form  of  gradu- 
ate fellowships. 

"The  Clark  scholarship  means  so  much  to  me  and  my  family," 
Lai  said.  "We  had  gone  through  a  very  difficult  time  financially, 
and  just  when  things  seemed  like  they  would  never  get  better,  I 
found  out  I  got  the  scholarship.  It  tndy  touched  me  to  know  how 
much  someone's  generosity  would  influence  my  life." 

Lai  received  the  scholarship  because  of  her  dedication  and 
exemplary  performance  both  in  and  out  of  the  classroom.  Her 
dental  skills,  along  with  her  passion  for  helping  those  less  for- 
tunate, took  her  to  Mexico  last  summer,  where  she  and  sev- 
eral other  DDS  students  volunteered  at  an  orphanage. 

"That  experience  changed  me  as  a  person  and  made  me  a 
lot  more  humble,"  Lai  said.  "We  did  a  lot  of  dentistry,  and  it 
was  a  lot  of  hands-on  experience.  I  felt  that  I  had  really  made 
a  difference,  and  to  me,  seeing  those  results  and  that  impact 
on  others  is  the  most  important  part." 

Lais  love  for  children  has  also  driven  her  to  volunteer  for 
the  Smart  Start  and  Head  Start  programs,  which  provide 
dental  screenings  for  children,  while  also  leaching  them  the 
im|")oriance  of  denial  hygiene. 


"Volunteering  is  a  perfect  opportunity  for  people  in  the 
dental  profession  to  give  back  to  the  community  and  really 
make  a  difference  in  people's  lives, "  she  said.  "Helping  and 
caring  about  people  is  what  the  dental  profession  is  all  about. " 

But  volunteer  work,  tremendous  course  loads  and  the 
responsibility  of  caring  for  patients  are  all  just  part  of  Lais 
strenuous  routine.  With  such  a  rigorous  schedule,  Lai,  like 
most  dental  students,  has  almost  no  time  to  work  to  help  ease 
the  financial  burden  of  dental  school. 

"At  limes,  there  doesn't  seem  like  enough  time  in  the  day 
to  accomplish  all  that  you'd  like  to,"  she  said.  "But  I  believe  in 
the  end,  it  will  all  be  worthwhile  and  the  sacrifices  will  pay  off 
with  a  wonderful  profession. " 

That's  why  the  Dental  Foundation  support  means  so  much 
to  Lai  and  the  many  other  fellowship  and  scholarship  recipi- 
ents. Beyond  easing  the  financial  burden,  it  shows  that  den- 
tists continue  to  support  each  other  and  their  profession. 

"Dental  students  really  appreciate  everything  our  alumni 
and  friends  have  done,  especially  their  hard  work  serving  as 
instructors  and  mentors,  as  well  as  their  financial  support, " 
Lai  said. 

The  Clark  Scholarship  was  established  to  honor  Dr.  Robert 
Russell  Clark,  a  native  of  Weldon,  N.C.,  who  practiced  den- 
tistry on  Franklin  Street  in  Chapel  Hill  from  1927-1938.  His 
wife,  Anne  Clark,  made  a  $500,000  gift  to  the  Dental 
Foundation  and  established  an  endowed  scholarship  fund  as  a 
tribute  to  her  husband.  It  was  her  wish  that  those  who  benefit 
from  the  scholarship  will  follow  her  lead  and  perpetuate 
scholarships  for  future  students  in  the  UNC  School  of 
Dentistry. 

Lai  said  the  generosity  of  others  certainly  has  made  a  last- 
ing impression  on  her,  instilling  in  her  the  desire  to  help 
future  generations  of  dental  students  like  herself.  She 
expressed  the  deepest  sense  of  gratitude  to  those  who  have 
made  her  scholarship  possible. 

"I  thank  them  dearly.  I  can't  imagine  where  I  would  be 
without  it, "  she  said.  'Tl  just  makes  you  feel  that  the  profes- 
sion that  you  arc  going  into  is  so  supportive,  and  that  dentists 
help  each  other  succeed."
